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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or disclose a multilayer polyester film comprising a 
polyester base layer, at least one coextrudable polymeric surface layer containing the recited 
amount, size, and type of filler, and a continuous crosslinked water-dispersible acrylic coating on 
said surface layer, wherein the acrylic-coated surface layer has the recited coefficient of friction. 
KINOSHITA ET AL fails to specifically disclose acrylic coatings with the recited coefficient of 
friction. 

The obviousness-type double patenting rejections in the previous Office Action have 
been overcome by the Terminal Disclaimers filed 10/25/2005.
